^LONDON,  Marcli  3.— Reports  from  the  Finnish  frontier, , the 
Biftltk  SUtM,  Scuidintvia  and  the  Balkans  with  reference  to  the  dis- 
turbjinces  in  Ituiaia,  continue  to  be  conflicting.  Although  it  was 
declared  in  several  quarters  today  that  subversive  movements  had 
heen  crushed,  confirmation  of  this  was  lackinj^. 

It  was  generally  expressed,  however,  that  the  extensive  machin* 
\ery  of  the  Soviet  Government  for  the  crushing  of  uprisin|;s  would 
enable  the  Reds  to  maintain  their  authority  against  great  odd^  Denial 
of  disorder,  made  today  by  the  Russian  trade  delegation  in  London 
and  Soviet  representatives  in  Kcval  and  elsewhere,  were  not  seriously 
regarded  here,  especially  since  Russian  newspapers  of  February  25

I^atest  reports 
from  flnanclal  agents  show  a  rate 
equaulnK  that  existing  between  the 
American  Republic  and  the  Domin- 
ion, about  14  per  cent,  and  Its  effect 
haa  been  keenly  felt  by  produce  deal- 
era  In  Vancouver,  who  are  faced  with 
the  necessity  of  buying  any  further 
supplies  of  butter  from  the  prairies 
and  other  points.  Instead  oT  from 
New  Zealand,  whl^  hitherto  has  sup- 
plied to  a  large" extent  the  British 
Columbia  demand.

MR.  LLOYD  GEORGE 

SPEAKS  STRONGLY 

Tells  Berlin  Delectation  Plainly  That  Sincere  Effort 
Must  Be  Made  to  Carry  Out  Tenns  of  Ver- 
sailles Treaty  —  Recalls  Harshness 
Shown  to  France  in  1871 


I.ONDON,  March  3. — The  (jermans  have  until  Monday  to  bring 
their  counter-proposals  on  reparations  into  accord  with  the  Allies' 
views. 

The  British  version  of  Dr.  Simons'  reply  to  Mr.  f.loyd  George 
indicated  that  they  would  niako  an  attempt.  He  was  quoted  as  say- 
ing that  the  Germans  would  examine  the  Premier's  speech,  that  their 
intention  had  been  mistaken  and  that  no  occasion  would  arise  ipr 
eni^rtoyment  of  the  measures  outlined  by  the  Allies. 

According  to  the  German  text  of  Dr.  Simons'  speech,  however, 
he  protested  against  "sanctions  (penalties)  without  legal  foundation." 

This,  of  course,  is  leased  on  tht'  trcity  which  provides  that  pen- 
alties cannot  be  enforced  untii  after  May  1,  but  ignores  the  Allies' 
contention  that  the  Germans  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  conditions 
of  the  treaty. 

Dr.  Simons  is  in  close  consultation  with  the  otbi^  mernbers  of 
his  delegation  and  the  Berlin  cabinet.    The  belief  prevails  that  new 

proposals  will  be  made.

He  drew  a 
parallel  between  German  action  now 
and  at  Frankfort  In  H71,  when  the 
treaty  waa  based  on  the  asaumpfion 
that  l<Yance  was  In  the  wrong,  and 
generally  demanded  not  only  rtpara- 
Ucn.  but  payment  by  France  of  the 
whole  cost  of  the  war. 

"Until  Germany  aooepU  the  posl- 
tlog^  tlmt  s^e  Is  reeponaible  for  the 
lata'ubr  and  Ititerprets  her  obtlgft- 
tlona' aeeordlngly,"  said  Mr.  Uoyd 
aaoaia,  "tbeee  eoaferenoes  will  be 
futile." 

Ho  Insisted,  however,  that  tho  Al- 
lies were  not  going  so  far  In  the  mat-

The  German  delegatea  sat  very 
rigid  and  gave  no  expreaaion  to  their 
feellnga  throughout  the  speech.

SImonM'  Riatement  was  "a 
diflnlte  challenge  of  tb<'  fundamen- 
tal conditions  of  the  Treaty  pf  Ver- 
ssilles."  "One  of  the  most  serious 
statements  made  by  him."  he  said, 
"was  St  Btuttgsrt,  when  he  repudlat- 
e<r  German  responsibility  for  the  war.

Therefore  the  Allies  had  tak^n 
Into  account  the  fact  that  the  (ier- 
roaa  Government,  with  the  apparent 
support  of  the  German  people,  was 
c^allenslnK  the  foundation  of  the 
tieaty,  he  said.

"Let  me  aay."  he  added,  "we  re- 
gard a  free,  prosperous  and  contented 
Geraaany  as  saeentlal  to  civilisation.

Under  the  prohibition  act  the  muni- 
cipality received  fines  imposed  upon 
offenders,  and  this  sooree  of  revenue 
helped  to  defray  costs  of  operating 
the  pollre  dry  squad.  Aid.  Woodslde 
Bald  that  under  the  new  liquor  con- 
trol act  Vancouver's  police  would  still 
lequir.'  to  he  as  active  as  under  the 
prohibition  net,  pn-haps  more  so.  but 
under  control  no  fines  were  pro>  Ided, 
Jail  being  the  only  poeslbillty  for 
offenders. 

While  the  (it>  woul.l  lip  deprived 
of  this  revenue  it  w.iuld  he  required 
to  pay  fifty  cents  per  .lay  for  the 
priaenera  sent  from  this  city  to 
Oakalla.  The  Provincial  Qovernment 
would  receive  the  fifty  cenU  per  dsv 
itnd  would  receive  from  the  prisoners 
manual  labor  of  considerable  value.
